A.M.A. FIGHTS MOVE ... 

TO INSTALL METERS 

Strong fight ugainst the installa¬ 
tion of parking meters in Edmonton 
was made by the local branch of the 
Alberta Motor Association. The city 
council has decided to install them 
for a year’s experiment. 

The branch maintains that this will 
be only an additional levy on motor¬ 
ists now heavily tax burdened. It 
contends that meters have been 
revenue getting mediums in other 
cities and many have abandoned 
the system. 

In Edmonton it is claimed by the 
A.M.A. branch that the meters will 
take $100,000 a year out of tin* mot¬ 
orist and still require the cost of 
policing to enforce regulations. 

The branch maintains that the 
city should develop off-street, parking 
arras. It has been considered the 
possibility of securing such extra 
parking space itself in order to help 
relieve the situation. 

Strong representations were made 
to tlie city council by the A.M.A. 
which joined with other bodies to 
fight the installation of meters. It 
claimed* that meters do not provide 
a solution for the parking problem.
